It  follows  from 
this  that  the  above  average  infant  mortality  is  not  due  to 
unhealthy  surroundings  in  the  Rural  District,  nor  to  inferior 
maternal  skill  and  care  of  its  inhabitants. 

There  were  2 stillbirths,  this  constitutes  a stillbirth  rate 
of  15.38  per  -1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths.

Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 

Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water  and  milk  continues 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  H.  McCoy. 

The  City  imalyst,  Hull,  has  been  called  upon  to  assist  in  the 
Chemical  Analysis  of  sewage  and  other  effluents.  Random  sampling 
of  effluents  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  as 
a routine  at  all  sewage  disposal  works.

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Housing  ; 

To  encourage  ov^ners  to  bring  their  unfit  houses  up  to  the  required 
standard  remains  the  policy  of  the  Council.  To  this  end  6 
Discretionary  G-rants  and  a like  numher  of  Standard  G-rants  were 
sanctioned  during  the  y^ar.  I’ormerlyj  houses  built  of  chalk 
had  often  to  be  co/demned,  owing  to  incurable  dampness,  now  the 
elctro-osmosis  process  effects  a complete  cure.  Several  houses 
in  the  district  have  been  made  dry  by  this  method.  No  Council 
houses  were  built  during  the  year.  Five  houses  and  thirty-four 
bungalows  were  built  for  private  ownership.  No  houses  were 
demolished . 

Sewage  Disposal  : 

The  effluents  from  the  sewage  disposal  ^/orks  continued  to  be 
satisfactory  ¥;ith  the  exception  of  the  eifluent  from  the  Kuston 
vvorks . 

The  following  is  a record  of  -work  done  in  this  sector  of  Public 
Health. 

Hunmanby  : Construction  of  storm  water 
tanks  and  storm  water  overflov^s.  Included 
in  this  contract  were  sludge  drying  beds 
to  be  constructed  at  the  sewage  disposal 
;7orkn . 

Haisthorpe  : ¥ork  to  provide  a separate 
system  of  sewers  and  a sevmge  disposal 
works . 

Hunmanby  : Separate  system  of  sewers 
established.  Sewage  disposal  works 
enlarged  to  approximately  twice  the 
capacity.  The  work  included  provision 
of  flow  recorder,  settlement  tanks, 
aeration  filters  and  huiaus  tanks.  A 
pumping  station  was  installed  at  the 
sewage  disposal  works.  Total  Hunmanby 
£68,024. 

Flarnborough  : Extensions  to  sev^er  in 
Carter  Lane  to  South  Sea  Road, 

The  work  planned  for  the  Skipsea  Area  including 
villages  of  Barmston  and  Ulrome  w'as  started 
in  April,  1966. 

Height on  and  Speeton  : Provision  of  a 
separate  system  of  sev/ers,  clean  and  foul 
and  a new  sewage  disposal  works.  The 
existing  system  is  inadequate. 

Thwing,  Oct  on,  Nold  Newton,  Burton  Fleming 
and  Rudston, ; To  replace  individual 
sewering  of  these  villages,  a scheme  for 
the  whole  area  is  being  worked  out.  A 
gravity  system  may  be  possible  and  the  cost 
of  such  a system  would  be  reasonable, 

A new  Cesspool  Emptier  was  purchased  in  1965  to  replace  an  old  one 
which  has  been  in  use  since  1953.  The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Idr.  Anderson,  contrived  to  sell  the  old  emptier  for  £100. 

Mr.  Anderson  is  a Yorkshireman.

'.‘orks  Planned, 
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Refuse  Collection  : 


In  i955  there  was  a refuse  collection  of  tins  and  "bottles  every 
three  months,  and  the  quantity  collected  v?as  350  tons  approximately 
in  one  year. 

The  frequency  of  collection  has  "been  steadily  pushed  up  and 
now  v:e  have  weekly  collection  (as  from  May,  i 965)  . I'he  tonnage 
collected  exceeds  Z).,000  tons  per  annum.  There  are  great  cities 
\7hich  "barely  maintain  a nominal  two  weekly  collection. 

Three  vehicles  are  in  service  and  a team  of  seven  men  are 
employed  in  this  work  w.iich  at  peak  holiday  periods  and  in 
times  of  sickness  can  be  supplemented  by  two  further  men.  The 
area  over  which  the  team  operate  measures  120  square  miles  and 
it  contains  large  holiday  camps  and  many  scattered  villages, 

I wish  to  thank  all  who  have  made  this  achievement  possible  and 
this  includes  members  of  the  Council  who  sanctioned  the  purchase 
of  the  most  modem  refuse  handling  vehicles  and  machines  without 
which  the  work  could  not  have  been  done  by  seven  men  only. 

During  the  year  a new  15  cwt.  van  was  bought  to  replace  the 
10  cwt.  truck  which  had  been  in  service  for  1h  years  and  had 
clocked  up  a vast  milage.  It  was  sold  for  over  £90.  Vans 
do  not  remain  serviceable  for  14  years  unless  they  are  carefully 
maintained. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  the  tipping  method,  an  extremely 
ancient  method  going  back  to  neolithic  times.  The  scientific 
scrutiny  of  ancient  rubbish  tips  has  been  of  great  value  to 
archaeologists,  but  the  time  is  repadily  approaching  Yjhen  this 
time  honoured  method  v^ill  have  to  be  superceded.  The  amount 
of  refuse  is  increasing  ever;',  year  and  holes  in  the  ground  made 
by  old  quarries  are  filling  up.  Composting  of  refuse  and  sewage 
sludge  is  becoming  a necessity  of  our  "effluent"  society. 

Food  and  Meat  ; 


There  was  an  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  meat.  Food  shops 
and  holiday  camp  canteens  are  kept  under  observation.  No 
epidemic  of  food  poisoning  or  dysentery  occurred. 

Air  Pollution  : 

The  conflict  of  opinion  wldch  the  Council  has  had  with  the 
Flamborough  Maltings  ’over  the  height  of  a chimney  at  their 
works  has  been  decided  in  the  Council's  favoiir.  This  decision 
will  demonstrate  to  all  concerned  that  the  Clean  Air  Act  can 
and  will  be  enfomed  in  this  District. 

'later  Supplies  ; 

The  water  supply  for  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in 
quantity  and  quality. 

Finn ride  is  not  added  to  the  water  and  the  content  from  natural 
sources  is  only  small. 

The  normal  bacteriological  examination  of  water  undertaken  by 
the  ‘.'ater  Department  was  not  supplemented  by  this  Department 
during  1 965 .

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

1965  saw  a continuance  of  satisfactory  maintenance  of  sewage  disposal 
works  and  plant.  The  men  responsible  for  maintenance  take  a great 
deal  of  interest  in  their  job.  Effluents  were  maintained  at  a 
good  standard  although  on  two  occasions  poor  samples  were  recorded 
one  at  Hunmanby  and  one  at  Reighton.  The  report  at  Hunmanby 
was  due  to  children  interfering  with  valves  and  at  Reighton  the 
works  have  been  overloaded  for  some  years. 

Experiments  at  Burton  Fleming  Sewage  Disposal  Uorks  to  return 
effluents  to  the  sub  soil  by  land  irrigation  have  been  successful. 

To  increase  the  effectiveness  of  the  soakage  a number  of  vfillow 
trees  have  been  planted  a reasonable  distance  from  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Porks. 
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Flambo rough  ; There  was  serious  flooding  in  the  Hartendale 
area.  The  Hartendale  Gutter  needs  regrading  and  the  sewer 
was  found  to  he  fractured  and  silted  up,  V/ork  was  undertaken 
to  renew  a number  of  the  pipes  in  the  sewer  but  it  was 
considered  that  the  Hartendale  Gutter  should  be  regraded  and 
the  sewers  in  Flamborough  should  be  cleansed  thoroughly. 

Hightsoil  Collection  : The  v^eekly  service  in  Flamborough  and 
Hunmanby  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  new  cesspool  emptier a Shelvoke  and  Drewry  1,100  gallon 
capacity  machine,  began  work  during  this  year.  There  were 
some  teething  troubles  with  the  changeover.  The  T;ork  carried 
out  by  this  machine  is  useful,  sewage  sludge,  settled  and 
septic,  can  be  disposed  of  at  any  convenient  place.  Approximately 
half  a million  gallons  were  carried  by  the  machine  during  the 
year. 


Ditches  at  the  outfall  of  Sevirage  Disposal  V'Orks  were  regraded 
and  cleaned  of  sludge  at  Ulrome,  Barmston  and  Bempton. 


Bempton  Sewage  Disposal  I’orks  : The  v/hole  of  the  concrete  paths 
and  roadways  at  these  works  were  renev^ed  during  19^5.  The 
Aorks  have  only  been  built  a short  while  but  the  concrete  on 
the  site  had  flaked  and  broken  away  to  such  an  extent  that 
in  many  places  only  bare  earth  was  showing. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  : A weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained 
with  effect  from  May,  1965. 


During  the  su  imer  months  and  during  the  wAnter  on  demand, 
refuse  is  collected  from  caravan  and  chalet  sites;  the  collection 
being  subject  to  conditions  regarding  the  type  of  containers 
to  be  used  and  the  positioning  of  containers. 


The  Council's  record  since  1953  when  tins  and  bottles  only 
were  collected  quarterly  is  a good  one.  Progress  over  the 
years  to  the  weekly  collection  offered  today  has  meant  sensible 
planning  and  anticipation  of  problems  by  the  Council. 


Disposal  ; Tw'o  tipping  sites  were  used  at  Flamborough  and 
Burton  Fleming.  Control  of  the  tips  is  difficult.  The  tipping 
sites  are  old  quarries  and  there  are  problems  of  access  -and 
control  once  in  the  quarry.  At  Burton  Fleming  a great  deal 
of  difficulty  was  experienced  in  keeping  the  refuse  in  the 
tip  once  it  had  been  put  there.  Gates  have  now  been  provided 
and  suitable  fence,  paper  blowing  about  is  no  longer  of  concern. 

Sewage  sludge  was  disposed  of  at  the  Old  G^ialk  Pit,  ¥oldgate 
Rudston  and  at  the  Stone  Pit,  Stonepit  Lane,  Bempton.  Some 
sludge  was  tipped  onto  agricultural  land  by  agreement  w-ith  the 
occupier. 

The  .thitlock  Dinkum  Digger  is  used  to  control  refuse  tips. 

This  machine  had  given  good  service  since  1959,  the  time  has 
come,  in  rny  opinion,  v/hen  it  should  be  renewed.  The  rear 
digging  mechanism  is  sloppy  eind  inefficient.  This  increases 
the  time  taken  to  do  a comparatively  simple  job.  I do  not 
believe  the  Council  could  have  purchased  a better  machine  to 
undertake  such  a rough  job. 

Public  Health  Acts 

Complaints  and  nuisances  were  dealt,  \7ith  as  they  arose. 

There  were  still  a niimber  of  complaints  about  the  pig  farm 
and  chicken  farm  adjoining  at  Flixton.  The  owners  of  the  farms 
agreed  to  assist  the  Department.  No  sludge  is  tipped  on  land 
adjoining  houses  fro.m  the  pig  farm  and  the  effluent  from  the 
chicken  farm  is  now  taken  away  regularly  by  tanker.

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There  were  complaints  that  a grain  drier  operating  at  Carnahy 
was  causing  nuisance  to  people  living  close  by.  The  nuisances 
complained  of  were  of  noise  and  the  omission  of  dust  and  fumes. 
The  owners  of  the  grain  drier  did  agree  to  consider  steps  to 
eliminate  the  nuisance  but  as  yet  nothing  has  been  done. 

Factories  \cts 


Routine  visits  were  made  to  secure  compliance  v^ith  this  legislation. 
In  total  70  inspections  were  maoe.  10  inspections  were  in  connection 
with  the  provisions  of  Sections  1 , 2,  3,  4-  and  6, 

Section  7 inspections  Z|..  One  outworker  was  visited,  there  were 
no  prosecutions. 

Food  and  Meat  Inspection 

There  are  two  licensed  private  slaughterhouses.  The  table  below 
shows  the  numb^.r  of  animals  slaughtered  with  comparative  figures 
to  1961,  all  were  inspected.
